Torrance Man Learns of Bad
Political Conditions In
Islands

Deplorable political conditions in
Hawali arve frankly revealed In a
letter received recently by Newton
I. Hall of the Hall Metal Pro-
ducts company in this city. The
letter written by a friend of Mr,
Hall's who is traveling in Europe
and the Orient, follows in part:

“Honolulu, T. H., May 8, 1932,

“We have had no end of
excitement over here with the
several rape cases.

“The natives are' not much
on any particular set of moral
standards, especially the Jap-
anese and Portugese who have
no morals at all,

“The older generation of
Hawaiians are very fine people
and would like to see the gov-
ernment start a house cleaning
from the governor down, but
as they a in the minority
their chances of having such
wishes fulfilled are very small,
and unless the people of the

land persist in having this
done, the local politicians will
continue to do as they have
been doing. It can truthfully
be id that these politicians
do believe in the public be
d:mnld policy—we do as we
P ,

P to a very short time
ago, a man making application
for the police department
would not be given a job un-
less he had served at least six
months in the penitentiary,
they believing that it takes a
crook to catch a crook.

“Everyone here, outside of
the politicians, is hoping that
Uncle Sam will put these
islands under a commission

government, for then, and not
until then, will they become
the ‘Paradise of the Pacific’."
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
